Paul, of defiring ro be Diffolv’d and be with 
Chrift ; of being abfent from the Body and_prefent 
with the Lord, import an immediate advance from 
Earth to Heaven. But fince Polycarp, Bithop of 
Smyrna, amt Dilciple ro St. John himfelf, is appeal'd 
1o onthe other fide, we think ir proper to obferve, 
thar whereas that Pious Father fays of departed 
Saints, that they were arriv’d e's wy opeaduevoy a’v- 
qois comov, at the place, that was Due ro them, This 
may as naturally figniuy Heaven as any other recep- 
tacle.
